On arriving 
there, a confederate of the purchaser 
‘succeeds in dropping into the hong, acoid- 
ontally os it were, just asthe goods arrive, 
asks the purchaser if he has got the articles 
required, obtains possession of them, and 
then directs the shopman to accompany, 
the firat awindlér:to another foreign hong 
whore payment will bo made, ‘The firat 
‘swindler and his dupe proceed as directed 
to the second foreign. hong, Pere the 
swindler tells the shopman ho. must oot 
enter the house as it ix’a forciga hong, and 
instructa him to wait for a few minutes un- 
til he returns, which he promises tu do in a 
few minutes. And whilo. the shopian 
.. ‘waits, the swindler passes through the for- 
eign hong, which haa always tw entrances,” 
and disappears, Four charges of swindling 
by this meana have been lodged against the

M. Sauviet deserves great praiso for’ the 
pericotneas of his arrangements, ‘and - is 
to be congratulated on the thorough and 
well-deserved success which crowned his 
efforts. The concert opened with the per- 
formance vf Beethoven's overture ‘Iidelio.» 
[The piose wae arranged for eight hands. on 
two pianos, and must have proved a pleas: 
ing novelly to many present. The piece 
was rendered with spirit by  Mesors 
Sauvlet, Lammert, Sangater, and Schon- 
berger ; and so perfect wns the move. 
ment and time of the music that, 
except for the greater volume of sound 
it’ would have been difficult for o 
blind man to have realized that the 
harmony was the joint product of two dis- 
ytinet pianos. The second item was-a—part 
song cntitled ‘Come silent evening,’ and
